Treu Istanbul 
easttord the road leads through Erserum, Xsnisakon and TlTllsj to 
the Trans-Iberian. Average tioe in transit is about six vroeksj 
Istanbul to Tokyo. The various Jap missions^ delegations and exports 
pass through TTirkey^ stop Xor rest and entertainwenfcj confer trith 
Germany* s Aaerican expert^ 7on Pi^en. The Gentane^ odT course j cannot 
cross Russia and supposedly reach Japan by suboarine. 

Another fact of interest is that tfith tbs drying up ol Lisbon as 
the best Jap observation post Xaelng America and the occidental United 
2Satioi\S| Istanbul has become more ia^rtant for Japiness vatehers. It 
is not so good as Idsbon. Out tdth Portu^’s distaste for Ji^ianese 
conquest neighboring tbs Portuguese eU.onIes and tdth her closer 
collaboration tdth the Allies^ Zstsnbul is one oX the best alternative 
posts stUI in sight. 

This is believed to account for the arrival here frtm TortugiCL 
about six weeks ago of Shiit Ichi Chiba, foraer Jiq)aoesa minister at 
Paris. His prolonged stay is given out as due to Ibissian slowness in 
granting a visa. Iteaimh^i he is busy eoUseting iufomation about 
the Kesr Bast orri l^irksy, and about the Arnsriesns. He formerly was a 
dipl^t in the United States and is a specialist on America. He is 
considered iimsortant. 

It should be recognised at the start that Japanese oontaot with 
the Turkish press Is nagllgible, and that ths job of Japsnsse nsws— 
paper eorres^Mndent is a more cover for a secret ixttelligence agent.

2h their propaganda tiie Japanese today are pJaying a double gaaoj * 
according to Geman opinion* / The Oertaane theoeelvee keep a euarpicioue 
mtch on the Ji^ and their ^laieon men also act eonsahat as :^lee on 
them* In ofnclal dealings with the GentumS| the Japs continue their 
talh of eoflSDon victory* At the same tlme^ the Germans are aware that 
tdterever tlie Japs have dl plcw atio repesentatlves, they try to influence

German Ambassador Von PAFSU Is considered by the Japanese as definitely

versary of the Pearl Harbor atta^ the Japanese Ambassador waited

Japs here have only the isost formal relationships with the Russians^ 
according to* British ri^rts* Protocol re^^iires the Axjslans at times 
to invite Japs to parties^ but th^ make dreumstances pointedly uncooK 
fortable for their guests* The fitmiom also make a practice of throwing 
difficulties in the path of Jap cffiolala wishing to travel across liussla^ 
and such tra veller s are aucooom^ed’fay an amed escort* XTOj secretary 
to Qemral TATElSHI remarked last week that it was only by bartering 
some rescued Bussian seamen that they obtained transit visas for a party 
of seven officials* This^ Z believe was in nOVember^ 43* 



thus far the Japanese have not shown a gr^at attention to what the Ttoks 
are doing or thinking* They put out little publicity here* There whole 
press staff consists only of ODA* tStey make only the slightest contact

that dipXomatle relations botirsen Js|ian and lUrkey nay be broken* Ta 
this ease they have to continue sork and mist replace the orgatdaation 
in turkey Mithout delay. The agents in charge ef this special duty are 
oalnly the abovsHaentioned BS3tJ01D and Ur* tH2BDA» 

BhDUOTO is non sorklng in Bedin, fiudl^>est and Sofia. He has diffsrcmt 
Bulgarian and Hongarian agents. Bssides^ he has engaged VEUXDTHT* who 
is now in Budapest and idll return to Sofia. VSLUCOtST also in Sofia 
non* is a »ecd>er of the Biite Jhtsslan organisation of Col . tORKlT* vho is 
still in itoo. VSLXKOTTIY is in regular touch nith TORXg^ getting 
erlsl from him and giving this stuff to the fape* As TURKS’s organisation 
is nide-spread* the material is not uninteresting* Xt is to be said* 
that the Japs ore gathering infornatlon not only about their encttles, 
but also abwt their owi allies quits cold-bloodedly.

that the aathods eaploy^ by them difTar l^om any western laethod* Whilst 
Western propaganda will always try to Influenoe a onrisk^ public opinion 
in a whole and to the utmost, the Japs apparently puhUeity 

even in Gmvanyi where the ground is most favorabls for them* They ecb^ 
seiously restrain their activities to a mors^^eeted circle of partners 
whom they think to be important for then* ^^e Ihromation Qfflae has 
become practically an instrument of policy in aid of the off iaial diplo- 
macy* From this standpoint their work is not bad* 

The office is charged with two rather different ditaeoi First! to 
gather Information about the eoontry concerned and that means isr* 
formation of every kind - and second! to influence ths leading or im- 
portant dreles of the oountry* 

The first mentioned task brings the organisation rery close to espionage 
and, as a matter of faet, it jLs espionage* Ths second is seorst diplo- 
macy* 

Therefore, the Thfomation Offiee never appears in a foreign country 
officially under this name* The memhere are not to be known as members* 
On the contrary, they are usually employed as members of the diplomatic 
mission eonoemed* 

J^ssnese information work in Turkey was latmehed on a larger aeala in 
Jsmtaryj 19h3 at a eenferenee in Berlin between AOKX mad UCHHU* The 
pi*oblmiW discussed wsre^^* putting their activities on a more im- 
portant plone^ kr^j^tting a oertain publicity* 

the organisation listed above shows a oonsiderable oohievemsnt as to 
the first point* It was decided, however, that no great iopertanos be 
attmehed to publiolty and that appears as a sound conclusion in view of 
the basis coldness of the hirkish press towards news from the pacific* 
Their object rcooined the gathering of information and influenoing 
select p^tieal circles. At that time and continuing until the Cairo 
and Teheran oonferenees of Allies leaders in Oeoember, 19A3, thedUr pro- 
paganda outline was about As foHowstL 

The Japanese policy in Burope in the years 1942 and 1943 centered in the 
idea Of bringing Russiax and Gerauny to an arrangement or, if possible, 
even to an understanding. During the whole year of 1942 already they 
foresaw exactly the events we witness today, Tttth all their influenoe 
they tried to oonvinee itui Oeruone, They several times offered them- 
sejves as intemediatore* But already in January, 1943, a oertain turn- 
point woe apparently reached! Tokyo ordered sooretly an inversion of 
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prop^igonda* Tran then on they tried to got on hotter tome with 
Ihuolans ovotTvhoro, cloo In TUrleo^* In Au/;uot| 1943# AOXI 
reported to hlo Aoboosadorj when coming back froa a oonferenee in 
BerXinj that Germany hao virtually loot the war^ the outecne being 
only a cpieotion of time. 

From tl)io noaent on> the oTrioe In tVsr(;ey io obviouely following a 
(julte new and dirferent Xinei They hope that Huooian finidly wHl 
go too far with her deosnde in SuDopp^ and^ in doling eo^ will hurt after 
all the A»gla-3axon*a interest# soaewhere* They also have tmtched the 
develpj^ent of General votl 5«G(DtrrZ>s fros Qenoany Goanittee in l^oacorr 
very closely^ beoeuse the hoped| that by the help of this eoRalttea 
Germany might be able io pat^ up a settlement with Russia end oontlnue 
the war against the Western PowBra* (This is stated by aany eonversations * 
this writer had with the Japunose^ even after the XSoseow Genference)* 

At any ratsj the Jtps do not believe that the Russians trill keep any 
pronlw to the Allies* Th^ still believe in the possibili^ of a 
perf set Russo^apanese undsrstsndlnc relating to Chung-*lCiiig| and in 
building %xp a aighty Asiatie bl 0 O| overshsdonlng the whole of Borope* 

This is at least what they tell confidentially* Therefore thpy find 
today a closer eoordination botween the Japanese poliey in Sur^ and 
Rushan absolutely necessary* It was AOKZ^s idea that IZUttX should go 
on this purpose to LSoseow to establish a regular link between the 
J^snese organisations in Russia end in Oermsnyj which aeans^ Europe 
as has not existed until now* Ihls has not been decided# IZUUC not 
yet having received Ambassador OSKlUA^s consent* 

Since Cairo and Teheran the Jtosnese line has veered still further* 

Japan is inforoed that Ghiang Xtl Chek in Cairo asked if Russiam 
oould not be induced to help China in some wsy^ and that 3TAL1H at 
Teheran said no# not now# not until after the final defeat of Germanyi 
but after that he aight let the Americans use his air bases in Slbera 
or otherwise have h^ in fighting the Japs* 

Accordingly# for the moment the Jans are watching Russian polioy and 
trying to avoid oeexuions for frioiion* They have ceased trying io 
influetioe either Rissla or Germany toward a mutual arrangemeti* Thpy 
consider that a vain hops* They are convinced that Oermapy will lose 
the war against Russia* Their hope now is pinned onto Subsequent differ^ 
enoes Rus^ versus England and America* They hope that British and 
Amerloxms may oonsldsr tnat Russia is going too far and demanding too 
much in Europe# may try to oppose her# in ^ioh ease they wish to 
assure themselves of oXoser cooperation with Russia*

here with tbs e^^Oanaiion that he is waiting for his transit visa 
through the Soviet Union* Stmtmaent s of UDR2C AOKX leave no doubt 
that erery care has been taken that CHIBA will nut {:et his transit visa 
for a long tine* The Japanese eay the aininum is 6 months. 

The foUoitlng facts have been determined rrith regard to CHIBA and his 
rrevlous aciivltyt 

1) He wtis active in Vichy tdth the rank of Uinister* After H)R1D ACXX 
left Viehy# he took over his eonneotions and continued them* 

2) GHIPA is considered ui expert particularly on the U*g.A* He worked 
on his eonnsetions from Vichy in erne direeti^ over Uarseillo and Spain 
to Korth Africa. Cn the other side through a groups in Idsbon including 
the Dorael representative SATO to South American and the U.S.A. 

His appearance ill turkey surely is not ecpiivalent to giving up the 
above named eonneotions through the civil KD but it shows that the 
workiiig conditions for the Japs in Lisbon and also in Ibrth Africa re~ 
oenily have become so difficult that the presence of CHIBA at this post 
did not pay. His tronsf sr to Turkey indioates the attempt to build up 
Ttirkey os the information basis for the quostions described above. 

Regarding opAi The former niuned In our report of January 2Bth has sinea 
been exeluded from OUrkey* Oroundat Espionnage against TUrkeyi using 
agents from the olreles of VSLIXOTKI.
